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| Ryan Bill Factions ‘Retreat’ To Work Out Courses

On Oct. 4 and 5, approximately 
30 CSUS faculty members and ad- 
ministrators “retreated” to Sam's 
Stage Coach Inn near Placerville. 
To those readers who tend to be 
cynics, that would have a sus- 
picious air to it. Right? 


But the participants say they 
gathered there to discuss the many 
problems arising over the Ryan 
Act, which greatly changed the 
course patterns of potential 
teachers in California. What seems 
to be the major problem is that 
there are no program patterns for 


the state colleges and umversities 
to follow in planning courses. 

The second problem follows 
from the first in that when facuity 
and administrators sit down to 
develop a program pattern there is 
disagreement over what is im- 
portant to the students. (While the 
arguments last. ironically, it is the 
students who suffer.) 

So, the retreat was to bring 
together the opposing factions; the 
education department vs. the ma- 
jor subject departments such as art, 
music, etc 

One participant, Dr. Sid Inglis 
of the Education Department, 


conceded that while Sam's 
probabiy was not the best site for 
the meeting, there was some 
progress made. Dr. Inglis stated 
that it was the consenus of the 
meeting that there should be a joint 
plan of program development 
between the Education 
Department and the other 
academic departments, but that no 
plans have been made for any 
future “retreats.” 


Said Dr. Inglis, “We tried to 
work out the disagreements, 
instead of seeing villians in the 
other guys. If this hadn't happened 


| Three Reagan Vetoes Deny 
| Financial Aid To Students; 


One Affirms Sex Discrimination 


In recent weeks Governor 
Ronald Reagan has vetoed four 
student onented legislative bills. 
Three dealt with financial aids 
while the fourth would have 
prohibited public funds for state 
university and college athletic 
programs which discriminated on 
the basis of sex. 


In vetoing AB 361 the governor 
declared, “I feel it is inappropriate 
to establish such programs on a 
permanent basis without regular 
legislative and executive 
review..AB 361 would make 
yearly budget review impossible.” 


AB 36! (Brown, Dem. San 
Francisco) would have ap- 
propriated monies from the state’s 
general fund to the three segments 
of higher education for support of 
the Educational Opportunity 
Programs (EOP) for the fiscal year 
1974-75 and thereafter. 


CSUS would have received 
funds based on five per cent of the 
number of full time equivalent 
students enrolled multiplied by 
$500. 


Joe Hay, legislative advocate of 
the California State University and 
Colleges Student Presidents’ As- 
sociation, denounced the veto as a 
“total disregard for the urgent need 
to stabilize funding for EOP. This 
program has proven itself to be one 
of the most effective and rewarding 
in higher education in California.” 


SB 411, sponsored by Aibert 
Rodda (Dem. Sacramento), 
would have increased the max- 


imum number of College Op- 
portunity Grants (COG) for fiscal 
year 1974 through 1977 
$2,000 to $3.000

Reagan cited the “availability of 
grants for low income students 
under the EOP program” as reason 
for the veto 


Countering the governor's ex- 
planation, Hay pointed out that 
“EOP money is to meet the needs 
of a different type of student. 
College Opportunity Grant funds 
as contained in the Rodda bill are 
designed to help middle income 
students while EOP are designed 
for the most needy, both from an 
academic and financial 
standpoint.” 


$B779, also sponsored by Rod- 
da, called for a pilot program for 
two university campuses to be ex- 
empt from salary saving re- 
quirements in order to determine a 
more effective administration of 
allocated resources. It included an 
appropnation of $15.8 million for 
an emergency fund to pay claims 
arising out of reductions in pro- 
jeeted federal reimbursements for 
student financial aid programs. It. 
too, was vetoed 


SB 1227, (Dymaily. Dem. 
Los Angeles), provided for equal 
opportunity for participation and 
for facilities for male and female 
athletes. Public funds for state 
university and college athletic 
programs would have been cut off 


to those schools not providing 
equal opportunity 


In vetoing the bill Governor 
Reagan said, “I do not believe that 
it is a proper role of the state to re- 
quire the trustees to establish cer- 
tain types of competitive sports 
programs for both male and female 
students. This decision should be 
left to the trustees who have the res- 
ponsibility to govern our State 
University and Colleges system

Intramurals : Fitting 
New $$ In Old Forms

The Associated Students 
Senate is trying to cast a new 
philosophy from an old mold and 
appears oblivious to the outcome 


It all started last spring when 
the Senate allocated $5,000 to the 
coeducational intramural sports 
program for the 1973-74 academic 
year, rather than a split allowance 
for men’s and women’s intramurals 
as in former years. However, 
Statutes were never revised to 
reflect the changed philosophy 
The present statutes call for 
separate student coordinators and 
executive boards for men and 
women’s intramurals 


The effect is that an egalitarian 
concept is mouthed while the 
functioning boards are still geared 
to a segregated intramural 
program. 


Last Thursday one coor- 
dinator. Milton Alberts, was con- 
firmed by the Senate. During dis- 
cussion, the discrepency between 
the statutes and the senate’s spring 
action was pointed out. Conse- 
quently, the word “men’s” was 
stricken from Aiberts’ title, but the 
basic issue remained unresolved. 


A Coordinator of Women’s In- 
tramurals has not been presented 
to the senate for confirmation only 
because there have been no ap- 
plicants. 


The coeducational aspect is a 
relatively easy matter to correct 
once the issue is confronted. 
However, it is not the only change 
the senate faces. Prior to the start 
of Fall classes, Lloyd Crable was 
hired as director of recreation and 
intramurals, a newly created ad- 
ministrative position. 


At a September senate meeting. 
Crable was introduced. After the 
initial smiles and head nodding, 
there were no questions from either 
quarter concerning the role of the 
other. 


His office already 
together an intramural football 
program with plans for bad- 
minton, handball and racquetball 
by the end of November, as well as 
a cross country meet and a free 
throw tournament. $3,500 is 
budgeted for officials through the 
academic year. Obviously the 
student coordinator has not been 
element in the in- 
tramural program to date

According to statutes 113 and 
114, the coordinator and executive 
board are responsible for officials, 
equipment, publicity and 
scheduling. 


Crable perceives the student 
coordinator as responsible for the 
funds allocated by the Associated 
Students, but having nothing todo 
with day to day mechanics. 


The intramural director's inter- 
pretation of the role of the coor- 
dinator (or coordinators) is not too 
different from what took place in 
previous years. Often the physical 
education department ended up 
running the program while the 
coordinator signed the checks. One 
year the coordinator quit and was 
not replaced. The Associated 
Students president assumed the 
check autographing role. 


A member of student 
government expressed concern 
over a possible power grab by ad- 
ministration at the expense of 
students. If there is a loss of con- 
trol, it will come through 
forfeiture. 


The senate needs to take a look 
at a reality which they have con- 
sistently ducked. The current 
Statutes are simply out-dated 
because they are not applicable to 
the coeducational intramural 
program and they do not define the 
relationship between the in- 
tramural director and the As- 
sociated Students.

Sociology Prof’s Stand 


Editor, the Hornet: , 

A few of Professor Kando's 
colleagues in the Sociology 
Department would like to take is- 
sue with some of his criticisms of 
Affirmative Action (see “Socioiogy 
Prof Siam Affirmative Action,” 
The State Horner, Oct. 2, 1973). 

There is no point arguing with 
the rhetoric and hyperbole em- 
ployed by Tom Kando, but there is 
considerabie point in recognizing 
his letter as a political statement 
which makes a general attack ona 


policy designed to better ap- 
proximate the ideal of equal op- 
portunity. 


Political analysis does not bar 
us from granting some of the 
criticisms he makes in his letter 
The imperfections and bureauc- 
ratic inflexibilities associated with 
specific affirmative action 
programs are not in question. The 
crucial point in question is an effec- 
tive policy to implement these 
programs 

When Professor Kando asserts 
“The truth of the matter is that Af- 
firmative Action has nothing to do 
with redressing an historical injus- 
tice.” he is in our judgment, in er- 
ror. There is no doubt that ethnic- 
racial minorities and women have 
been systematically denied propor- 
tionate access to the better oc- 
cupational positions in this society 
in spite of their qualifications and 
Moreover. the 
institutional structuring of the 
socialization process and the 
channeling of educational careers 
have insured that few minorities 
and women have acquired the 
necessary qualifications for these 
“better” jobs 

The institutional pattern of hir- 
ing and training in the United 
States has plainly practiced 
racism and sexism in the past and 
in the present against these grouns 
in favor of white males. Af- 
firmative Action attempts to deal 
with means to modify these 
patterns so that there is more 
equitable distribution of op- 
portunities. If an employer ts now 
required to search for qualified 
women or minorities to fill a 
“good” job, this means that white 
males may find it more difficult to 
get into certain occupations under 
this more open competition. 

In our opinion, it is not reverse 
racism, sexism or discrimination to 
remove an advantage from one 


training 


group and a handicap from 
another. Individual white males. 
not unrealistically, are threatened 
by such change. It is entirely 


understandable that any white 
males (particularily non-tenure 
white male professors and 


graduate students) strongly resent 
the fact that Affirmative Action 
decreases their prospects of lan- 
ding better jobs, although their ad- 
vantage still remains much better 
than the other groups. (See for ex- 
ample the Affirmative Action hir- 
ing report for CSUS faculty 
Positions for the academic year 
1973-74.) This resentment which 
results in the pitting of male against 
female. minority against majority, 
minonties against minorities is ex- 
acerbated during a period of em- 
ployment retrenchment. 

The consequence of an effective 
Affirmative Action program is 
merely a modification of hiring 
practicies in the present 
institutional setting. Since that set- 
ting presumes inequality and a 
scarcity of “preferred” jobs, the 
proportion of minorities and 
women would increase in the better 
jobs and the proportion of white 
males would decrease a result 
which could be unfair to the 
relatively small number of middle 
class white males affected. Since 
Protessor Kando does not outline a 
better policy than Affirmative Ac- 
tion we can only assume that he 
prefers a return to the historical 
hiring patterns which not only 
perpetuated a class system but also 
added sex and racial dis- 
crimination to class dis- 
crimination. 

Affirmative Action programs 
were not voluntarily instituted but 
came about as a reaction to the 
developing political consciousness 
and agitation of formerly 
“outgroups.” In a system that 
glorifies invidious distinctions and 
depends upon divisiveness among 
the people these programs are not 
only imperfect but inadequate. As 
a temporary expedient, Af- 
firmative Action can be aneffoart to 
implement institutional policy 
change and end the dehumanizing 
effects of race, sex. and ethnic dis- 
crimination

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Says Reagan Task Force 
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Tax Initiative To Save Family $17,000

Governor Reagan's Task 
Force calls Proposition | “a 
reasonable program for revenue 
control and taxation.” It claims 
that “all levels of government com- 
bined take some 44.7% of the 
average Californian’s dollar, with 
the state accounting for 9.76% of 
that percentage.” They contend, 
“This figure was 15% in 1930,” and 
they projected that it will reach 
54% by 1990, with the state’s share 
amounting to 12.27%. 

The Tax Initiative is supposed 
to curb this expansion by making 
State revenues directly propor- 
tional to personal income. The 
Task Force argues that Califor- 
nians would retain some $118 
billion which would otherwise be 
taxed away. Savings in the first 
year, they maintain, would be $72 
to a family of four. Through the 
first four years, the average family 
would save $804. Reagan claims 
the average family would save

$17,000 in taxes in the first 15 
years. In the words of the Task 
Force. “$118 billion in the billfolds 
of the people can only result ina 
healthy shot in the arm to the 
state’s economy and mean many 
more jobs to the working men and 
women of California.” 

The Governor has set the 
revenue limit at 8.35% and the 
Task Force predicts an 8% annual 
growth rate through the next 15 
years. Legislative Analyst Alan 
Post says, however. that the sales 
tax deferral and income tax refund 
will hold the revenue limit to 7.6% 
next year. Reagan handles this 
problem by saying. “It will just 
mean tightening the belt a little 
more in the way we have tried to 
tighten it in past years.” All cut- 
backs would be subject to 


legislative approval. 


Testifying before the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee, Post 
said it would be necessary to cut the 
state budget $620 million next year 
alone, if Propesition | passes. 

Opponents of the initiative say 
that the yearly income tax savings 
for an average family would be 
considerably less than what Gov. 
Reagan claimed. The yearly 
savings would be no more than $10 
for an average family. Passage of 
Proposition I, they contend, would 
raise local sales and property taxes 
and possibly create a local income 
tax. Higher education would be 
put out of reach of most people 
because of possible tuition in- 
creases. State facilities, such as 
beaches and parks, would enor- 
mously raise their user fees. Tax in- 
creases on homes could occur 
without a public vote and the 


renter relief program would be 
eliminated. Qualifications for 
benefits to senior citizens would be 
tightened to provide for the es- 
timated $18 million budget cut in 
that area. Local business taxes 
would increase and the inventory 
tax relief program would be res- 
tricted. Various benefits to 
veterans would be either limited or 
eliminated. Many agricultural 
programs would be eliminated and 
the University Agricultural Exten- 
sion cut by $1 million. Industrial 
safety programs amounting to $5 
million and benefits for injured 
workers costing $2.5 million would 
disappear 

Proponents of the measure 
contend that none of the vital 
public services will be cut. They say 
that it will merely hold state spen- 
ding increases equitable to those of

personal income. However, op- 
ponents contend that with these 
decreases in state spending it is dif- 
ficult to see how valuable programs 
will not suffer. It is probable that 
this is where the Governor's belt- 
tightening procedure will come 
into practice. 

If Legislative Analyst Alan Post 
is correct. the refund and yearly 
reduction of taxes will amount to 
very little. Further, the “surplus” 
fund and “emergency clause” are 
likely to serve those who need them 
least and the budget cuts hurt those 
who need the services most. 

The Governor's initiative is a 
novel undertaking. If the Nov. 6 
measure passes. the Governor's 


statement of a few years ago will 
surely be realized, because for a 
great many residents of this state, 
taxes will indeed hurt

Veterans Have Plenty To Be Mad About

Irritated because your Veterans 
Administration check for schoo! 
didn’t arrive last month? Wonder- 
ing if vou'll get this month's on 
time? If you're one of the many 
veterans on this campus with 
similar hassles and you'd like to see 
some changes in format or better 
initiatives for vets, you should 
check into the Veterans Club on 
cam pus 

Although an official meeting 
time and place has not been set up. 
Hank Hoekstra says there's plenty 
a vet can do to get involved 
Hoekstra. a vet and transfer 
student American River 
College, has been devoting himself 
to helping vet students with 
problems they face as individuals 
of CSUS. The greatest problem. 
according to Hoekstra, is the 
failure of the VA to get checks to 
vets on schedule each month of the 
school year. 

Hoekstra recently wrote a letter 
he intends to send to Congress. The 
letter lists problems that vets on 
campus must put up with, and 
suggested changes to be considered 
for the future 

Veterans cite problems in pur- 
suing an education under the G.I. 
Bill of Rights, and regulations they 
feel should be reconsidered for 


from 


These include loss of in- 
come for vets during college 
summer vacation, too small a 
stipend for those whose G.I. Bill is 
their main monthly source of in- 
come, difficulty for vets in ob- 
taining jobs because of illness, loss 
of income, handicaps, and lack or 
transportation, a cut-off of benefits 
tor older vets before completeing 
their degree, and an increase in the 
cost of living, university fees, 
books, services, ete. while the VA 
benefits have not increased on a 
comparable scale. 

Veterans would like to see 
Congress enact measures to alter 
the G.I. Bill of Rights. The vets 
want a check |2 months of the vear 
instead of nine; financial aid 
available to them if their VA check 
doesn't arrive for a month, through 
no fault of their own; continuing 
benefits as long as the student con- 
tinually pursues his goal of a 
degree. even though his time 
allowed for studies may have run 
out, and an automatic increase in 
his benefits to compensate for the 
inflation of school supplies such as 
books, and higher fees. 

Hoekstra states that interested 
veterans may stop by Student Ad- 
vising. FS 206, and pick up a copy 
of his letter, sign their name, and 


change

send it to Congress. He urges all 
vets to do this defore they begin 
noticing a loss in benefits. 

Vets should be aware that they 
may be entitled to welfare. 
Students may go to the welfare of- 
fice, explain their needs and 
situations and possibly obtain food 
stamps. vouchers to pay the rent, 
and other assistance. A month of 
welfare could save a veteran from 
eviction, no food, or a poor credit 
rating. if his check ts late 

Here at CSS. Financial Aid 
will joan emergency tunds up to 
$50 to individual veteran students, 
but the money must be paid back in 
30 days. Hoekstra admits this is a 
possibility for the vet. but adds that 
the vet doesn’t know when he can 





expect his VA check to arrive so 
that he can pay back the $50 loan.

serenity he has known.” The 
movement provides a poignant 
moment of grace, and Solow’s cello 
sounded its resonant best here. 


The finale is a _ rondo-like 
movement in which the romantic 
Brahms looks back upon the sin- 
foma concertante of Haydn and 
Mocart. At times it scowls with ex- 
citement, and Dicterow and Solow 
combined to play with virtuosic 
flourish. When the “vivace ron 
troppo” is suspended, however, 
they could both be counted upoa to 
supply the necessary {oil point of 
supply lyricism.

The final number of the 
program was Sir Edward Elgar's

Women's Self-Help 
Presentation 


The Feminist Women’s Health 
Center from Oakland will give a 
self-help presentation in the lounge 
of Foley Hall Tuesday, Oct. 16 at 7 
p.m. 

“It isa woman's nght to control 
her own body.” In the area of 
female health-care the control of a 
woman's body has been in the 
hands of doctors. mostly male. The 
Self-Help Clinic emerged from the 
Women's Movement a few years a 
gO as a major first step in women 
regaining this control, through 
awareness of their own body in its 
normal healthy state, as well as 
through detection of problems. 

Self-help focuses on 
gynecological concerns and shows 
women how they can do a self-ex- 
amination of their own vagina and 
cervix and how to determine infec- 
tions, pregnancy, etc. In this sense 
it IS preventative, it allows women 
to detect gynecological problems 
early and seek the appropriate 
medica! attention. The difference 
with Self-Help is that a woman 
knows herself, and based on that 
knowledge she can make sensible 
decisions which traditionally have 
been taken away from her through 
the paternalism of the medical 
profession.
